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PREFACE. 


The subject of Vol. X. of the ‘Catalogue of Moths’ is the 
classification of the Xoctuid subfamily Erastriance, represented in 
the present work by 1222 species belonging to 13t) genera. The 
subfamily is homogeneous in appearance, but is not very well defined 
structurally, being intermediate in characters between the Tj;iJid 
and Quadritid sections of tlie Noctuuke, and having very close 
affinities on the one hand with the Acroii^ctimn and on the other 
hand with the Acontiance, Noctuitut', and Ilijpenhu^, 

Tlie Erastrianac are cliaracierised as follows: — Vein 5 of the 
hind wiag is typically nearly fully developed and usually arises 
from well above the lower angle of the cell, although it is rarely 
obsolescent and then springs from the middle of tlie discocell ulars ; 
the eyes are not hairy ; the iipivo are not spined ; and the larvae 
have the first pair or first two pairs of prolcgs aborted. 

The subfamily is to a large extent confined to thg tropical and 
warmer temperate regions, especially the more arid districts, and 
it has few species in the colder zones, and none in. the Arctic and 
Alpine zones.

In the genera without an areolc its absor\^c appears always to 
have been caused by reduction fiwn forms which once possessed it.
